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A ‘superhero' boy is recover¬ 
ing after having a life-saving 
bone marrow transplant - 
from his dad. 

Seth Lane, aged five, of 
Corby, was born with a rare 
condition which means he has 
no immune system. 

This means his body’s anti¬ 
bodies can’t respond to infec¬ 
tions, leaving him extremely 
vulnerable to germs. Just 
going outside could kill him. 

As a result, the brave tot has 
been forced to spend most of 
his life in a ‘bubble’ - a sterile 


germ-free room - at Great 
North Children’s Hospital in 
Newcastle. 

He has been confined to the 
room for the past five months 
preparing for a bone marrow 
transplant from his own dad, 
Nik Lane, who was identified 
as a suitable match. 

And now - after weeks of 
waiting - Seth has undergone 
the vital transplant, which 
could give him a new chance 
at life. 

He is said to be doing ‘ok’ in 
his recovery, despite having 
complications.

The chief executive of 
Northampton General 
Hospital has sent an open 
letter via Twitter to Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
calling for more invest¬ 
ment. 

Following the Tory lead¬

Seth doing well 
after transplant

A ‘superhero' boy who captured the hearts of 
the world with his #WearYellowForSeth cam¬ 
paign is recovering after having a life-saving 
bone marrow transplant from his dad. 

Seth Lane, aged five, of Corby, was born with 
a rare condition which means he has no 
immune system, leaving his body extremely 
vulnerable to germs. 

As a result, he spends most of his time in a 
‘bubble’ - a germ-free room - at Great North 
Children’s Hospital in Newcastle, with his 
mum and dad for company 

He has been confined to the room for the 
past five months preparing for a bone marrow 
transplant from his own dad, Nik Lane, who 
was identified as a suitable match. 

And now - after weeks of waiting - Seth has 
undergone the vital transplant, which could 
give him a new chance at life. 


He is said to be doing well in his recovery, 
despite experiencing spikes in his tempera¬ 
ture, getting tired easily and having very swol¬ 
len hands, which are all usual side effects to 
bone marrow transplants. 

The report of the transplant will come as 
good news to thousands of people across the 
world, whose hearts Seth touched with his 
viral campaign to wear his favourite colour, 
yellow. 

His heartfelt story even captured the atten¬ 
tion of Hollywood star Ashton Kutcher, who 
backed his #WearYellowForSeth campaign on 
March 27. 

Following Seth’s transplant on May 1, his 
mum Leanne said her heroic boy is slowly 
improving. 

Leanne said: “We still have potentially very 
rough times ahead, but he is not critically ill 
which is what I had prepared myself for. The 
cells are in, and we are starting to see numbers 
changing in his blood, which suggests engraft- 
ment, we won’t know for sure if it is working 


Man jailed for one year for sex with 14-year-old boy 


A 22-year-old man who trav¬ 
elled from Northampton to 
Bedford to have sex with an 
underage boy was jailed for 
one year on Monday. 

Gregory Mills was caught 
after the 14-year-old’s mother 
found Facebook messages 
between them, Luton crown 
court heard. 


The mother of the boy - who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons - contacted Mills and 
told him her son was only 14 
and that what Mills had done 
was illegal. 

Several days later the police 
were called, but the boy 
refused to make a statement 
and refused to co-operate. 


The police arrested Mills 
after they recovered five 
pages of messages between 
him and the boy 
Mills, of Cottesbrooke 
Gardens, pleaded guilty to 
two counts of sexual activity 
with a child. He was jailed on 
Monday for one year. He must 
also register as a sex offender.

People could be living in 
homes at the new Stanton 
Cross development by the 
“middle of 2016”, according to 
the developer. 

Bovis has started work on 
the development near the 
railway station on the east of 
the town, which is set to 
deliver 3,200 homes and 7,500 
new jobs within 15 years.

GP surgeries providing ‘good services’ 


People in Northamptonshire are 
‘happy’ with the service they 
receive from their GP surgeries, 
but are finding it difficult to get 
appointments. 

The findings come in a report by 
local health watchdog, 
Healthwatch Northants (HN), 
which looks at the experiences of 
people using General Practitioner 
(GP) services across the county. 

Between July and December 


2014 HN visited 25 GP practices 
and spoke to 234 people about 
their experiences. 

The survey found nearly one 
fifth of people said it was ‘diffi¬ 
cult’ to get an appointment, near¬ 
ly a quarter of people were not 
able to see the GP of their choice, 
and nearly everyone was always 
or usually satisfied with the treat¬ 
ment they received at their GP 
practice.

VW Scirocco 

Take a look inside ... 


Volkswagen has updated the 
Scirocco, although you’d be for¬ 
given for not noticing. There’s 
some subtle styling tweaks and 
some modest interior changes 
but the bigger story is more 
power across the board cou¬ 
pled with better economy. 

At the top of the range, the 
powerhouse Scirocco R gets 
an entirely different engine. It’s 
still a 2.0-litre turbo driving the 
front wheels, but power now 
goes up to 280PS, up 15PS on 
the old unit. The other petrol 
engines comprise a 1.4-litre 
petrol with 125PS, and a 2.0-li¬ 
tre 180PS unit which replaces 
the previous 1.4-litre 160PS 
powerplant. 

The previous 21 OPS 2.0-litre 
TSI is given a shot in the arm 
to now generate 220PS. "Iwo 
diesel engines are offered, both 
2.0-litre units, with either 150 
or 184PS. Depending on power 
output, both petrol and diesel 
engines come with a choice 
of six-speed manual and six or 
seven-speed DSG gearboxes. 

Otherwise, things are much 
as before. The chassis remains 
unchanged and that’ll be good 
news for those looking for a 
genuinely competent handler. 


No, the Scirocco has never 
been quite as entertaining as, 
say, a Renaultsport Megane at 
the absolute limit but the deal 
has always been that owners 
would sacrifice 10 per cent of 
outright ability for 50 per cent 
better quality. 

If it ain’t broke, don’t facelift 
it has seemed to be the mantra 
as far as the Scirocco goes and 
most onlookers wouldn’t be 
able to spot the differences to 
the latest version unless they 
had two cars parked next to 
each other and a good amount 
of time. 

The Volkswagen Scirocco 
was a formula that didn’t need 
wholesale changes and with this 
product update, it hasn’t really 
got them. The under-bonnet 
updates are well worthwhile 
though, offering more power 
across the board teamed with 
better efficiency. 

The Scirocco’s formula has 
endured, with a notable hiatus, 
since 1974. Despite times 
changing, the basic premise 
hasn’t. If you want a coupe that 
looks good, is well screwed to¬ 
gether and which isn’t going to 
cost a fortune to run, Volkswa¬ 
gen has your back.

Keogh heroics help Northants to stunning draw

Derbyshire 343 & 407-5d draw with 

Northamptonshire 324 and 390-9 

Rob Keogh finished unbeaten on 163 as 
Northamptonshire survived on the final day to 
claim a stunning draw against Derbyshire. 

David Ripley’s men needed 427 to win in their 
second innings at the County Ground in Derby 
and were sliding to defeat at 182-7 while chasing 
their improbable target yesterday. 

But Keogh completed his second century in 
three innings and josh Cobb made 43 despite 
hurting his right hand early in his innings. 

Cobb was dropped on 24 and 33 and Keogh was 
missed on 114 before Ben Cotton finally had 
Cobb caught down the legside. 

This meant that Northants were 118 away from 
victory on 309-8 at tea but remarkably only one 
further wicket was to fall. 

Rory Kleinveldt made 35 as the ninth wicket 
stand between the South African and Keogh 
totalled 70 and the recovery job was all the more 
incredible given that injured skipper Alex 


Wakely then came into bat at number 11. 

The captain is used to batting far higher up the 
order but was forced down the scorecard thanks 
to an injured hand. However, he battled through 
heroically to end the day unbeaten on 36 after 
facing 79 deliveries. 

It will be Keogh’s innings that takes most of the 
plaudits though with the number five blasting 19 
fours in his 350 ball knock. 

Earlier in the contest, David Willey struck his 
second century of the season, reaching 103 in 
Northants’ first total of 324. 

Cobb fell just short of his century as he was 
caught behind on 95. 

Matt Critchley did the damage for Derbyshire 
as they batted first and posted 343, with an 
unbeatenknockofl37,whileNorthamptonshire’s 
Azharullah claimed figures of 5-59. 

The hosts declared on 407-5 second time 
around with opener Chesney Hughes reaching 
104. Willey was the best with the ball for 
Northants, finishing with figures of 3-70. 

Drawing means Northamptonshire are still 
unbeaten this season after four games, and they 
remain second in the table ahead of travelling to 
Durham for the first T20 Blast game on Friday. 
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Talks with transfer 
targets underway

Cobblers manager Chris Wilder has 
revealed that he is already in 
advanced talks with transfer targets 
as he bids to assemble a squad capa¬ 
ble of promotion next season. 

Northampton’s boss released seven 
members of his squad last week after 
their contracts expired - as well as 
transfer listing midfield pair John- 
Joe O’Toole and Chris Hackett - leav¬ 
ing him with a pool of just 12 players 
who he wants to pick from in 2015/16. 

That number includes promoted 
academy prospects Sam Warburton 
and Danny Clifton so the need for 
reinforcements is obvious, and 
Wilder is keen to waste little time. 

He also wants to make permanent 
signings and limit his use of the loan 
market this time around. 

“We are already in discussions with 


our targets and we want to get our 
business done early,” he said. 

“We will look at the loan market but 
I’m not a big lover of short-term loans 
and if we do bring players in on loan 
it will be for the season or from win¬ 
dow to window. 

“Sometimes you have to bring play¬ 
ers in short-term because of injuries 
but on the whole I like to have players 
here for a period of time where they 
can really integrate themselves into 
the football club. 

“We will look at bringing in one or 
two players on season-long loans 
and ideally we would like to carry a 
squad of 20 to 21 with a couple of 
utility players. 

“We’d like to have most of the squad 
in place for the start of pre-season 
and I’d imagine that will happen. 

“I’m not saying the squad will be 
absolutely complete by the start of pre¬ 
season but I’d like to think we will have 
15 to 18 players of the 20 to 21 we want.” 

Wilder feels that there is plenty to 


attract new players to Sixfields 
despite the disappointment of miss¬ 
ing out on the League Two play-offs 
this term. 

Their 12th place finish was at least 
an improvement on 2013/14 when rel¬ 
egation to the Conference and non¬ 
league football remained a possibility 
until the final day of the season. 

“This is a good club to join and I 
think people can see the progression 
that we have made,” said Wilder. 

“We are kicking on, there is a lot of 
optimism ahead of us and I’m sure 
there are a lot of players who would 
be excited to come here. 

“We’ve got some work to do but we 
will be refreshed and ready to go again. 

“We’ve got a good base of players to 
build from and we’ll add some excit¬ 
ing players to the group that we’ve 
already got. 

“We’ve got a lot of talent in this 
group and we are going to bring play¬ 
ers in who are going to add competi¬ 
tion and who are going to improve us 


and make us better.” 

Meanwhile, Wilder has announced 
that his squad will spend a week 
training near Brighton as part of their 
preparations for the new season. 

He has already pledged to intro¬ 
duce a tougher pre-season schedule 
this time around so the Cobblers 


players can expect a gruelling time 
on the south coast. 

The players will be away between 
July 6 and July 12 and will play friend¬ 
lies against non-league outfits 
Worthing (Tuesday July 7, 7.45pm) 
and Burgess Hill Town (Saturday July 
11, 3pm) during that time. 


Opinion: O’Toole’s three year deal a ‘huge error’

Columnist Tom Reed reflects on the release of 
Northampton Town’s retained list. 

Discussion of the Northampton Town retained 
list, released last week, was dominated by the 
news that defender Lee Collins has been cut 
adrift by the club. 

Yet, the most significant development was 
midfielder John-Joe O’Toole being made avail¬ 
able for transfer despite signing a three year 
deal in June 2014. 

Handing the former Bristol Rovers man a long 
term contract with warning signs of him being 
less than straightforward at the Memorial 
Stadium must be seen as a huge error by Chris 
Wilder, worse with the player believed to be on 
good money at the Cobblers. 

In reality, a pay-as-you-play deal would have 
been more appropriate for someone who has 
flattered to deceive this season, culminating in 
a red-card showing during the fan themed 
‘John-Joe O’Toole’ day at Mansfield Town. 

While the long haired O’Toole notched 15 
times for Rovers in their relegation season, the 
attacking midfielder has struggled for form 
and goals at Northampton, even when handed 



the plum free role behind hot-shot Marc 
Richards. O’Toole has seemingly always pre¬ 
sented himself as a misfit capable of playing at 
a higher level, but with the Northampton fans 
loving a rogue he has been denied that role, 
leaving performances that hint at non-league 
football rather than anything above League 
Two. It must be particularly galling for the likes 
of free running Lawson D’Ath to be shunted to 
the wing for a player that never seems to get out 
of lumbering mode. 

Wilder must be ruing the O’Toole decision and 
will also be in a quandary whether it was the 
right choice to release left-sided defender 
Collins, pictured, who has proven himself as 
Cobblers’ most natural defender with an old 
fashioned composure, rare in the lower leagues. 


Yet Cobblers boss Wilder may be aware of a 
lack of pace in the Northampton rearguard, 
highlighted by rapid Wycombe Wanderers for¬ 
wards in the final match of the season, and 
maybe he is looking to bring in a southpaw 
centre-back with speed to burn. 

Speed is not something that another released 
player, Ben Tozer, is blessed with, as the former 
Newcastle centre-half turned right back strug¬ 
gled to specialise in any one position in his 
time at Sixfields. Possibly his strongest show¬ 
ing came under Aidy Boothroyd where his 
monstrous long throw made him the second 
highest assist maker in the division. 

Such ‘moneybair attributes will make Tozer 
an asset to any club with a target-man forward 
and the player, who made his Cobblers’ debut 
at Anfield against Liverpool in the League Cup, 
should have what it takes to make a career at 
centre-back at a fellow League Two club. 

Tozer’s release was accompanied by com¬ 
ments over the value of his contract, showing 
that decisions to ditch players don’t always 
come down to skill alone. Balancing the budget 
is a key role of the lower league manager which 
will make the aforementioned O’Toole’s long 
deal sting even more. 

While Tozer will be targeting a Football League 
career it might well be the end of the full-time 
football road for two of the Cobblers’ other 
released players, Matt Duke and Darren Carter. 

Thirty-seven-year old Duke is reportedly tar¬ 


geting a coaching career after a season where 
he showed his age in goal while Carter has 
never lived up to the responsibility handed to 
him by Boothroyd, largely due to injury. 

Meanwhile, Chris Hackett, another player 
placed on the transfer list, has continued a per¬ 
plexing downgrade since featuring with the 
best players in the division a couple of seasons 
ago. Appearing to have lost a yard of pace, his 
step-over routine has lacked effectiveness 
while the winger has missed Adebayo 
Akinfenwa as a target for his lofted crosses. 

The decision to release Ian Morris, another 
Boothroyd signing, will be met with little sur¬ 
prise, and the left-midfielder hit with a knee 
dislocation has now decided to return to his 
native Ireland. 

The three loanees, Kaid Mohamed, Diego De 
Girolamo and James Gray, have returned to 
their parent clubs. Mohamed may be a case of 
what might have been with the winger showing 
promise early in his loan spell but missing 
much of the season with a broken metatarsal. 

Fans must remember that, along with the 
released personnel, Wilder already shed seven 
players in a January cull. 

The club must move beyond the short-term 
and develop a multi-dimensional team build¬ 
ing approach based on youth development, 
modest cash purchases, non-league scouting 
and effective use of the loan system if they are 
to escape League Two next term.

“We’re pleased with that statistic, but 
we’re also mindful that it doesn’t mean 
too much in terms of retaining the 
Premiership title. We’ve got a lot of hard 
work to do.”
